An official v erdict of mu rder 
an d su icide in the deaths of Mr. 
an d Mrs. Leon ard Alsop here 
Au gu st 3 was filed in circu it cou rt 
Tu esday by Dr. R. O. Ken n edy , 
Ru sh cou n ty coron er. 
The coron er, whose official de­ 
cision was the same as the v er­ 
dict hfc an n ou n ced on the day of 
the dou ble deaths, stated that 
Alsop first stran gled his 
es­ 
tran ged wife, Glady s 
Ju an ita, 
an d then committed su icide. 
Mrs. Alsop’s death was official­ 
ly described as bein g du e 
to 
stran gu lation by a blu e ban dan ­ 
n a han dkerchief tied arou n d her 
n eck by Alsop with mu rderou s 
in ten d. 
Death of Alsop was du e to a 
.32-caliber rev olv er bu llet in the 
head, self-in flicted with su icidal 
in ten t after he had failed to take 
his own life with self-in flicted 
wou n ds from a 12-gau ge shotgu n 
in the right chest an d f#rearm. 
Witn esses at the in qu est on 
Mrs. Alsop were Sheriff Dallas 
Hardwick an d Patrolmen Harry 
Lev i an d My rl Pierson , the offic­ 
ers who in v estigated the mu rder 
an d su icide. 
The same officials an d Mrs. 
Nan n ie Alsop, mother of the de­ 
ceased man , testified at the cor­ 
on er’s in qu est on Alsop. 
* 
On ly a few n ew an gles of the 
case in addition to those brou ght 
ou t on the day of the tragedy 
were disclosed at the in qu est. 
Mrs. Alsop iden tified as her 
son ’s the blu e ban dan n a han d­ 
kerchief with which 
his 
es­ 
tran ged wife was stran gled. 
The aged mother had left her 
son sittin g on the porch a t their 
home in West Ten th street when 
she wen t to bed. Some time after 
that, Alsop left there an d wen t 
to the roomin g hou se of his es­ 
tran ged wife where he 
m u r­ 
dered her. 
Failin g in on e su icide attem pt 
a few blocks from there, he re­ 
tu rn ed to his m other’s home an d 
shot himself in the head, from 
which wou n d he died a few hou rs 
later. 
Althou gh Alsop was 
u n con ­ 
sciou s an d made n o statem en t 
after his secon d su icide attem pt, 
he had prev iou sly told his m oth­ 
er th at “they took me off the 
porch.” At th at time Mrs. Alsop 
believ ed her son to be ill, as he 
said th at his side hu rt, an d she 
did n ot kn ow th at he was su f­ 
ferin g from shotgu n wou n ds. 
Alsop did n ot amplify this state­ 
m en t an d shortly afterward he 
was u n con sciou s f$om a secon d 
self-in flicted wou n d.

It is ex actly the same 
distan ce abov e this han dle-join t 
star as the space from this star 
to the on e below markin g the bot­ 
tom of the dipper. It is in a dead 
straight lin e, sometime ton ight, 
made by these two stars. 
Tomorrow n ight will be ev en 
easier to fix the comet’s position . 
Look for the ou termost star in 
the dipper’s han dle. Cou n t on e 
star in ward alon g the han dle. 
This is the star, Mizar, v ery dis­ 
tin ct, where the han dle makes 
its familiar down ward ben d. 
Sometime du rin g the n ight, 
rather late, the comet will pass*, 
directly u n der Mizar. It will cu t 
the dipper’s han dle abou t on e- 
third the distan ce between Mizai 
an d the n ex t “han dle” star, the 
third on e, cou n tin g the ou ter­ 
most han dle star as on e. 
The comet was brightest Iasi 
n ight. Bu t it probably can be 
seen better ton ight an d tomor­ 
row. After that it will fade rap­ 
idly . 
It will be a hazy patch to 
those who see. This haze is a 
swarm of particles an d gases 50,- 
000,000 miles away . The tail, seen 
distin ctly 
with 
telescopes, 
is 
more than two million miles lon g. 
The tail is cau sed by the day s 
of su n light forcin g gases from 
the comet’s head to stream ou t 
in to space.

This news item, differing only in minor de­ 
tails, has appeared a thou sand times, and in 
papers in ev ery state in the u nion.

teens and early twenties. 
Ou t for a good time, they careen abou t on the 
highway s and by -way s—and at regu lar Interv als 
death follows in their track s. Immatu re minds 
regard it as an act of env iable brav ado to “see 
w hat the old bu s will do.” In many cases the 
cars they driv e shou ld hav e been sent to the 
ju nk pile long ago—brak es are gone, lights are 
bad, steering mechanisms are fau lty , and tires 
are down to the fabric, ready for blowou ts. 
The larger part of the blame for accidents 
that k ill and maim y ou ng people mu st be pu t 
sq u arely on the shou lders of their parents. The 
fathers and mothers who permit their children 
to endanger their liv es with reck less driv ing, or 
are too lazy to find ou t the tru e state of affairs, 
are, to pu t it k indly , derelict in du ty . Ev en worse 
are the parents who, when their children are ar­ 
rested for dangerou s driv ing 
practices, mov e 
heav en and earth to hav e them freed from pu n­ 
ishm ent—thu s, in effect, telling them to go ou t 
and do it again. 
Bu t y ou th itself, in the form of the y ou ng 
girls who go riding with their boy frends, can be 
of the greatest assistance in redu cing this toll 
by bestowing a bit of praise and showing adm ira­ 
tion for the safe driv er and simply refu sing to 
ride with the reck less one—mak e safe driv ing the 
price of a date and watch said boy friend slow 
down.

He 
k nows w hat’s in it, and what 
goes ou t of it. He has av eraged 
u p a lot of hou sehold money 
jars, and here is what he and 
others hav e discov ered: 
Rou ghly , half of the av erage 
American 
families mak e 
less 
than $1,5 00 a y ear — or abou t 
$25 .00 to $29.00 a week . That su p­ 
plies a man and his wife and two 
children with ev ery thing from 
shoes to a day at the zoo.

They spend a little 
ov er a third of their .income for 
food.” 
The rent was only abou t $18 
a month, and they sank less 
than $5 0 in the family car du r­ 
ing the y ear. 


Here’s W hat’s Wrong 
Then, w hat’s wrong with the 
av erage American family ? I l’s 
not wine, women and song, bu t, 
as Mr. Adams can tell y ou , the 
trou ble is ju st this: 
“Management of income! The 
av erage person lack s the finan­ 
cial training that wou ld lead 
him to set aside a portion* for 
himself . . . Hence, more than 
three-fou rths of the people in 
this cou ntry , which at the bot­ 
tom of the depression was worth 
$300,000,000,000 
(there 
we 
go, 
getting into the billions again), 
hav e accu mu lated little or no 
part of its wealth.” 
Now, what are we going to do 
abou t it? Well, first, Mr. Adams 
wants to giv e the low-income 
people a little more of the long 
green all of u s are chasing. Bu t 
that is not all of it, by a ju gfu l. 
“I 
believ e 
an 
edu cational 
program to teach low-income 
people how to adv antageou sly 
u se their income, will also hav e 
a stabilized effect on economic 
secu rity . And the economic se­ 
cu rity of any cou ntry is depend­ 
ent to a certain ex tent u pon the 
economic secu rity of its citi­ 
zens. 
So y ou 
see, the bold 
bad 
Commu nists cou ldn’t solv e ou r 
problem ju st by giv ing the u n­ 
derdog a bigger share in ou r 
wealth. W hat we’v e got to do 
if we raise ev ery body ’s salary is 
to teach people how to spend 
their money with one ey e on the 
poor hou se.

■Washington, Aug. 9 (A5)—Ex ­ 
perts who hav e designed low- 
cost dwellings for 100,000 persons 
may form the nucleus for the 
proposed federal slum-clearance 
authority . 
The senate in approv ing the 
Wagner housing bill v oted gen­ 
eral 
superv ision 
to 
Secretary 
Ickes, who directed the Public 
Works administration’s housing 
activ ities. 
If the house passes the meas­ 
ure, his job will be financing in 
the nex t three y ears dwellings 
enough to house—for ex a m p le- 
all the people of Pittsburgh. 
Ickes frequently has asserted 
that ex perience acquired by PWA 
in the nation’s first low-rent 
housing program could be passed 
on to cities wishing to dev elop 
their own projects,. 
Under the pending legislation, 
the cities would plan their own 
dev elopments and ask the na­ 
tional authority for financial aid. 
PWA architects and engineers 
hav e insisted, in their $140,000,- 
000 slum clearance campaign, 
that ev ery room be an outside 
room, and that modern kitchen 
and bathroom equipment be in­ 
stalled. 
Since 
the 
federal 
low-rent 
housing program began, 31 states 
hav e created housing authorities. 
Secretary Ickes said last spring 
that scrutiny 
of 
construction 
contracts had sav ed $2,056,470 by 
forcing lower prices for work to 
be done. 
Cost has been 
one 
of 
the 
principal issues in debate ov er 
the Wagner bill. Whereas con­ 
struction of PWA dwellings cost/ 
about $1,350 a room, the legisla­ 
tion passed by the senate would 
iimit ex penses to $¿ ,000 a room. 
That prov ision was inserted ov er 
objections of Senator 
Wagner 
(D-NY), the bill’s author. 
Rising costs for building ma­ 
terials and labor may tighten 
the PWA margin in the future. 
Its 
engineers 
point 
out that 
PWA’S first three projects, in 
19 33, cost less than $1,000 a room, 
but increased prices as the de­ 
pression lifted raised the av er­ 
age.
